Inmy laftI gave youan account of the Dukes 
arrixal, fince which time he hath thought fit to 
rake a journey to Amſterdam, and the places ad- 
iacent, 1 am informed by perſons of conſidera- 
ble Quality, his reception there, was every 
way corofpondent to his Quality and Birth; al- 
though not to bely the buſineſs, perſons there as 
well aselce where wereon the contrary faCtion: 
in his paſſage, he and our Agent dined with our 
Prince, being entertained very Coldly, upon 
what accation 1s not yet known neither ſhall I 
ſofar intermedle with the concernes as to diſ- 
cufs it. It ſeems his Grace hath not behaved 
himſelf ſo ill, ut that he was complimented by 
the cheif Majeſtrates of this place, as well as o- 
ther places where he made any conſiderable ſtay

retire to Hambazeh, bur until better informati- 
on I dare not aftirme it for atruth ; though no-
